affected is a mistake. The workmen 
pf all mills in the American Steel 
Hoop company a?e interested and will 
be" officially notified that the scale has 
not been signed and that they will 
quit work. .To the well organized 
mills this notice will not be necessary, 
as the men vdll have watched the sit- 
uation carefully, but what is known 
as open, mills, where union men ha\e 
been allowed to work side by ?ide 
with nonunion men, is where we have 
to mj&ve. Union men must walk out 
of tjhfese optn mills in the hoop trust. 
The-open mills to be notified are one 
at Sollidaysburg, Pa., three at Pitts- 
bufg and one at Monessen.

San Francisco, July 1. — Two impor- 


tant military events occurred at the 
Presidio Sunday, the retirement of 
Major General W. R. Shafter and the 
mustering out of four volunteer regi- 
ments. 
General Shafter

transferred the command of the de- 
partment of California to Major Gen- 
eral S. M. B. Young. In the afternoon 
the Forty-fourth, Forty-ninth, Forty-

Universal suffrage is a 
popular movement, but the general 
opinion is that it will be impossible to 
get the convention to change the form 
of voting. Governor Wood is improv- 
ing, but his physicians advise him to 
desist from public duties for a time.

He has a belief amounting 
to conviction that the Kariad is a bet- 
ter boat than the Shamrock II. and 
he desires to see this question settled 
before any yacht attempts the race. 


Mr. Clark says: "I desire an oppor- 


tunity to enter the Kariad in the 
trials. If this request is not granted. 
I shall challenge Sir Thomas Lipton 
to trial races between the Shamrock 
II and the Kariad. to be sailed over 
courses similar to the course for the 
Americas cup and on the American 
measurement, in order to deride 
which should be sent as challenger.'
